Union Officials Feel Sure 


of Their Ultimate 


Success. 


SO DOES THE TRUST 


Big Mass Meetings are Held 


By the Union Leaders 


In Strike Centers. 


END IS NOT IN SIGHT 


Pittsburg, Pa., ju]y 20.—A united- 


effort will be made today to induce 
men employed in the mills of the Na- 
tional Tube company at McKeesport 
to join the ranks of the steel strik- 
ers, 
it appears that a majority of 


the men are organized and only wait- 
ing for the word to come out. 
Situation Unchanged at Wellsvilte 
Wellsville, O., July 20.—The strike 


situation at the American Sheet Steel 
Mill here this morning is unchanged, 
no non-union men have arrived. 


Wait Result of Big Meetings 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 
20.—The 


whole region here waits on the re- 
sults of the big meeting tomorrow 
at which the united mine workers 
are to define their position regarding 
the firemen's strike. 
Until 
then 


nothing of importance is expected. 
It is feared that the flght is on for 
indications are that the mine workers 
will insist upon firemen calling their 
strike off and waiting until next April 
There is no violence in any part of 
theregion. 


No Hope of Compromise. 
Pittsburg , pa., July 20—All hope 


of compromise in the steel strike seem 
Ingiy is gone. 
J. Pierpoint Mor- 


gan, in an interview in New York 
City declared there would be no con- 
cessions - to the men, and that the 
combine was right in its stand, and 
tonight the state board of arbitra- 
tion-gave up its attempts. 


• President Shaffer in discussing the 
situation admitted that he 'had no ex- 
pectation of arbitration, but declared 
that a finish fight would result in a 
victory for the .men. 


At the offices of the Carnegie com- 


pany, and at .the headquarters" of'the 
manufacturers, 'the usual silence 'is 
preserved coneer'hing" the condition 
of business or the status of the' strike. 
President Shaffer of the Amalgamated 
association, however, expresses... his 
entire satisfaction with the progress

Restless at Wellsville 


Prom, the storm center at Wells- 


ville, O., tonight comes word that the 
striking mill men in that 
vicinity 


spent a restless day. 
There is no 


longer any doubt that the owners of 
:he Wellsville plant of the American 
Sheet-Steel company have many of 
the town's largest merchants back 
of them in their flght against the 
workmen, and much bitterness has 
'esulted. 
Confronted with 
what 


seems a • certainity that if . the pres- 
ent trouble goes along much further, 
the Wellsville plant will be lifted and 
brought across the line into Penn- 
sylvania, grocers, clothing men, and 
others who for years have received 
the wages of the mill in exchange for 
goods are now trying to show the 
strikers that they are wrong and fool- 
ish in keeping up a fight. 


Pressure brought to bear along this 


line, the strikers say, is energy wast 
ed. as they are more determined to 
fight now than heretofore. 
They are 


more than angry with the merchants 
These Wellsville men have been con 
sidered excellent workmen, and- many 
of them have, money invested in prop 
ertv there, so should the mill be taken 
to Vandergrift, as is threatened, they 
would suffer. 
. They do not believp 


the promise which accompanies the 
threat that the mill from Dennison, O 
will be taken to that place in case 
the present trouble is settled is true 


The proposition has been put to the 


strikers in a semi-official way that if 
the strike is settled in a reasonable 
length of time, the Dennison mill will 
be taken to Wellsville to increase the 
resources of the place, and if the con- 
test is long drawn out, the 
local 


plant will be moved bodily to Vander- 
grift, Pa. 
It remains to be seen 


what effect this line of argument will 
have On the strikers. 
Mayor Dennis

m,, when he awoke to find a suppos- • 
ed burglar holding him down in bed. 
Being a powerful ' young man, 
he 


wirenched himself free from 
the 


clasp of the other, leaped from the 
bed, snatched up a revolver from the 
bureau and fired four quick shots. 


Hastily Cressy lighted a lamp, and 


as the rings of powder smoke rolled 
aside he saw Bristol lying on the 
floor. 
As he. stood with senses be- 


numbed at the horrible situation he '•' 
heard,, the faint words: 
"Oh, you 


have shot me, you nave shot your 
friend?' jCressy dropped down beside 
the .man, but efforts to revive him 
were vain. 
Life was almost gone 


when Bristol spoke, and he died in a_ 
few minutes. , .

...The other occupants of the house7 
hastened to the room and

ouhd that two shots had taken effect 
inc.striking Bristol's.

AT THE GAEMVAL 


WILL DON THE ANTLERS AND 


START TUESDAY. 


Milwaukee Will Be- Their Camping 


Ground—Story of the Clock as It 
Applies to the Order of Elks—Or- 
der Originates with English Concert 
Hall Singer, Chas. Vivian, in 1865 


Next 
Tuesday 
morning 
about 


eighty memboi-s of tlin local I'-rtge of 
the Elks will go to Milwaukee, take 
up headquarters at the Pfister, and 
proceed to do their full share toward 
making the carnival one great, glori 
ous success from start to fnush. 


Such unusual interest is being tak- 


en in this carnival and so gorgeously 
is Milwaukee making preparation for 
.the entertainment of the Elks that 
some of the traditions of the order 
have been brought into prominence 
from the obscurity where they Lave 
rested, save in the knowledge 
of 


lodge members, for many years. 


. A pretty sentiment of the oSIks Is 
that for which, the clock face 
with 


the hands pointing to the hour of 11 
stands as a dumb reminder. These 
clocks' faces are becoming a promin- 
ent feature of the decorations la Mil- 
waukee, and it is a strange phase 
01 the curiosity of the crowds that 
not one in a hundred ever asks the 
significance of the'emblems; although 
thousands daily view them with won- 
der. 
The reason for this, it is ex- 


plained by Elks, is that the majority 
of people believe that the clock face 
is some secret symbol, and therefore 
they refrain from trying to pry into 
the inner mysteries of the order. 


As a. matter of toct, there is no 


objection on the part of the Elks to 
the story of the cl.jo'K being tol-l. 
The tale goes back to the lime of the 
founding of the order ir, 186S 
by 


Charles Vivian, an English concert 
hall singer, to whom the idea has al- 
ways been credited. ' At that time 
Vivian was in New York playing an 
engagement 
with a minstrel com- 


pany, and it being impossible 
for 


them to get anything to drink in any 
of the public buffets on Sundays, an 
open club, free to actors and news- 
paper men, was formed, all contrib- 
uting to a fund with which enough 
beverages were bought to last over 
the dry .day in the week. 
The club 


•met in a boarding house much fre- 
quented by Thespians, and the fame 
of its jolly, good fellowship spread- 
Ing, and the 'membership soon became 
large, and the so-called "cOrk" fund 
£ respectable amount. . The 
fun.d 
was raised by fining the members 
small arbitrary amounts for violation 
of the "rules" of the club, the rules 
covering anything from a failure to 
remove the hat on entering a room 
to attempts to "stand-off" the land- 
lady. 


The club 
got the name of the 
"Jolly Corkers," and the fund becom- 
ing so large it more than covered the 
weekly expenses small amounts were 
'diverted to aiding stranded and un- 
fortunate associates of the members. 
P. T. Barnnm, George W. T-hompson 
and Tony Pastor then proposed that 
a permanent organization be effected 
so that the funds could be looked af- 
ter properly. 
The name "Buffaloes" 


was one of the first titles proposed, 
but at a meeting held at Barnum's 
museum, where a gigantic moose was 
on exhibition, this was dropped, and 
.the names "Moose" or "Elks" taken 
"under .consideration. 
Some favored 


the former and this caused a split 
among the organizers, two organiza- 
tions being formed, the "Elks" prov- 
ing the one to live. It was composed 
almost exclusively of actors and it 
"became their 
habit to congregate 


evenings after 11 o'clock after the 
theater. 
As time went along 
and 


some of the members died it was pro- 
posed by Vivian, so the story goes, 
..•that at the hour of meeting one 
of 
the first acts should be. to devote a 
moment of meditation to the memory 
of their departed associates. 
This 
custom was adopted and kept up, and 
today it is a feature of the meetings 
of every Elk lodge. 
In each lodge 


Is kept a board on which is painted 
or posted the names of the. dad mem- 
bers, and at the hour of 11 on. lodge 
nights the members all stand and 
•with their eyes fixed upon the list 
of the absent devote a silent 'moment 
to their memory. 


There are other explanations, how- 
ever, and one of them is a ribald idea 
to the effect that whenever a coterie 
of Elks get together they always re- 
member that it is 11 o'clock some- 
where and that therefore it is time 
to take a drink. 
Strange, also, among the traditions 


of the order, is the story that Vivian 
•who is genfcrally acknowledged to 
have been the founder of the order, 
•was never a full-fledged member. At 
the time -the organization was per- 
fected Vivian took. a theatrical trip 


west, it is said, and during his ab- 
sence certain of the members 
who 


had grown to dislike him, organized 
and adopted 
a second 
degree to 


which Vivian was refused initiation 
on his return. 
On Vivian's death, 


in 1888, however, his 'memory was 
observed in most of the Elk lodges 
and in 1890 the Boston Elks removed 
his remains from Leadville, Colo., and 
reinterred them in tne Elks' Rest 
cemetery in Boston.

CARNEGIE 
IS REMINDED OF A 


FAMILY 
DEBT. 


A Poor Woman of Scotland Loaned 


His Mother Eleven Shillings To 
Help Pay the Family's Passage to 
America—Promise to Pay the Loan 
Forgotten—Heirs to Be Repaid. 


Andrew 
Carnegie's dollar-scatter- 


ing campaign in Great Britain 
has 


developed the alleged existence of a 
romantic debt 
the iron philanthro- 
pist's family left behind when it em- 
igrated to the American land of plen- 
ty fifty-three years ago. 


Henry D. Lennox, 
a resident of 


Glasgow, asserts that his aunt, loaned 
Mr. Carnegie's 
mother 11 shillings 


($2.75) to help defray the family's 
ocean passage, receiving the promise 
of repayment when fortune should 
smile on the Carnegies. 


Mr. Lennox calculates that at the 


rate of 5 per cent, compound interest 
the little obligation now amounts to 
$44. 
'He suggests that if Mr. Carne- 


gie can spare the change he might 
be disposed to remember his 
old 


friends. 
Mr. Lennox says: 


"When the Carnegies left Dumfer- 


line they were so poor that the moth- 
er had to borrow money to take them 
to the United States. My aunt, though 
a poor woman herself, helped them 
out to the extent of 11 shillings; but 
the promise to return the loan evi- 
dently escaped the memory of the 
benefiiciaries, because they never re- 
paid the sum borrowed.

"My aunt is dead, but she left two 


daughters, one of whom is the wife 
of a humble joiner in D-unfermline, 
while the other is a. maid'en lady en- 
gaged in a small drapery business in 
Edinburgh. . Don't you think that if 
Mr. Carnegie knew this he would be 
willing to do 
handsomely by his 
mother's friends?"

tor was once a Tennessee slave. The 
church is an outgrowth of 
mission 


work and.h'as been recently erected. 
It is an unpretentious building which 
cost $5,000, but was built by poor 
working .people and there is still an 
inffeTjte'dness of. $1,000 on .it. 
,lt Is 


this debt for which Rev. Aiidersoh "is 
seeking to raise money and in ;the -ifi- 
terests of his church he- IB ' visiting 
several Wisconsin cities. 


Rev. Anderson is a venerable gen,- 


tleman, whose 
hair is 
' liber'aTfly 


sprinkled with white. 
He is sixty- 


two years of age and has had a varied 
experience, his story being an inter- 
esting one. 
In;,the civil 
war he 


marched many weary miles with. the 
Confederate army and fired many a 
bullet for the Union cause, being on 
both sides of the great conflict. Be- 
fore .the war. he was a slave In the 
family of "Bob" Anderson of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. When the great struggle 
began, his master's three sons joined 
the Southern army, all being officers, 
and the colored boy went with them 
as a servant. 
They were all taken 


prisoners but the slave was set free 
and a short time after, when Lincoln 
called for more- volunteers^ he joined 
the .Union, army and served till he 
:was mustered out at the close of t<«e 
war. 
Then he drifted northward. 


Rev. Anderson has not always been 


a minister of the Gospel. 
When a 


young man he. was a stone cutter and 
then for twenty-five years he was a 
steward in hotels and on steamers.

credit instead of censure.

Well-Known 
1'rlont or Jealllt Urother- 


hoocl Kxplren In New York. 


New York, July 20.—Father Phillips 


Cardella of the Jesuit 
brotherhood 


whose career as a priest has been 
somewhat'picturesque, is dead. 
He 


was found unconscious on the door- 
step of St. Francis Xavier.college in 
this city and' taken to St. Vincent's 
hospital, where he died without recov- 
ering consciousness. 


He was connected with St. Francis 


Xavier's church and had supervision of 
the convent of Mount St. Vincent. Fa- 
ther' Cardella came from a prominent 
family in Italy. When 15 years old, in 
1S4G, with his brother, who afterward 
became famous in Rome, he entered 
the Jesuit order. He spent 
several 


years in study, and after his ordination 
taught ethicsi scripture and moral the- 
ology. 


When* the Jesuit brethren w-re ex- 


pelled from Italy Father Carclella went 
first to Spain, where many of the ex- 
patriated priests took refuge, and, after 
becoming thoroughly familiar with the 
language, went to South America, 
where his order was just obtaining a 
foothold. 
He took a leading part in 


establishing many Jesuit institutions, 
a labor fraught with much danger in 
revolutionary times. Then he went to 
Mexico, where he continued his work, 
and finally came to New York about 
twenty years ago. 


FENDERS ON CARS 


ON ELECTRIC LINE 


Superintendent Hurd Has Found One 


That Promises to Give Satis- 


faction in Every Respect. 


Within a very short time all the 
street cars in the city will be equip- 
ped with fenders. 
Sn-pt. George J. 


Hurd has finally succeeded in finding 
one that meets all the requirements, 
Deing low enough for the protective 
purposes for which it is required and 
yet far enough from the ground so 
:hat the cars find no difficulty 
in 


crossing the railroad tracks. 
It is 


tne first of the fenders tried which 
m§ets all of the existing conditions 
satisfactorily. 


The test given the fender was a 
most thorough one.: A dummy figure 
was used in the experiment and was 
placed in every conceivable position j 
in front of the car, the fenuer never | 
failing once to do its work. 


In its ordinary position the [enrt- 


er clears the ground l>y about six 
inches but it is •so constructed tuat. 
by means of a spring it can be low- ] 
erecl to within three inches of 
the', 


ground. 
This spring is controlled 


by a striker placed near the motor- 
man's foot and is operated' by him. 
But if by any means the motorman 
fails to drop the fender when ne- 
cessity requires, the fender is 
so 
constructed that'll lowers automatic- 
ally when, it comes in contact with 
an object. 
As a rule, when fenders. 
strike an object, they are thrown ! 
upward, allowing the object to roll 
underneath. 
That the fender tried' 


is an exception to the rule is consid- 
ered to be one of its strongest rec- 
ommendations. 
Supt. Hurd is gratified with the re- 


sults of .his search for a fender that 
will be satisfactory in. every respect 
and the work of having them made 
and put in position on the cars will 
be hurried 
us rapidly as-possible. 


This done, it will be hard to see how 
any fatalities can occur as the new 
tender is. always ready for business 
and on the lookout for the chance 
to save human life.
